2 Examiner indicated claims 1-23 allowable in the office action dated June 28, 
2007, however, the "Office Action Summary (PTOL-326)" incorrectly indicates that 
claims 1-39 are rejected. It should read Claims 1-23 are allowed and claims 24-39 
rejected. 

3 Amendments and arguments to pending claims 1-39 have been entered and 
made of record in the application of Harris "System and method for detecting the 
connection state of a network cable connector" filed on September 1 1 , 2003. 

Claim 24 is amended. 

Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8, 10, 14-17, 20-21, 25, 32 and 34-38 are as previously 
presented. 

Claims 4, 7, 9, 11-13, 18-19, 22-23, 26-31, 33 and 39 are as originally filed.
